io the Iebits of life and thought that they 
revealec and the many traces of folk-lore 
wan mythology which they con- 
rained. The book has taken its place 
beside We works of Ussher, Colgan and 
Reeves is an authority on Irish hagiology. 
lis authr now presents us with a sequel 
in two vdumes, containing Lives in Irish 
of ten ofthe Saints who are included in 
the earlie work. Several of these Irish 
lives are sxtant in different versions, so 
that we am given seventeen in all, only 
two of whith have been publishéd before 
by other editors. The second volume 
comprises a ganslation of the whole, with 
notes and exellent indexes. Dr. Plummer 
is an accompished Irish scholar, and his 
translation is equally accurate and read- 
able. 

These “ Livé& ” are comparatively late 
compilations. They belong to the sphere 
of legend, and have not at all the sa.ae 
historical value as the early biographies 
of Patrick and Columba, or even the 
memoirs of Maelmain of Tallaght. If we 
had Lives of Ciaran of Clonmacnoise, or 
Caomhghein (who is Kevin) of Glenda- 
lough, as old as the work of Tirechan or 
Adamnan, we should, no doubt, find in 
them an equally solid basis of fact. But 
those which Dr. Plummer has, edited are 
of much Jater date, and have _— shaped 
by a gradual process of accretion. They 
g ~ up in a period when the imagination 

irish -vory-tellers was ceasing to occupy 
itsell with the gods and heroes of pagan 
traditobn, and was looking about for a 
fresh set of figures to play with. It may 
have xen somewhere about the ninth or 
tenth century that the romantic instinct, 
turning from these exhausted themes, took 
in hard the kings and saints of the early 
Christan centuries, and wove round eac 
of them a tissue of marvellous legend, 
benpath which the real historical person- 
wes gradually disappeared from view. 

Sometimgs. we can distinguish at least 
the laver steges of this process. Thus we 
find in Dr. ham collection two Lives 
of tho elder St. Ciaran (the saint of Seir 
kieran), two of St. Maedhoc (or Mogue), 
and three of St. Kevin; and with each 
new edition of a Life fresh wonders are 
added with a liberal hand. Of all these 
saints none except, perhaps, Patrick, was 
so handsomely written up as Brendan. 
besides the “ Lives ” of Brendan which 
Dr Plummer has printed, many other 
versions of his adventures are extant, for 
this saint had an immense popularity in 
the Middle Ages. Yet he scarcely deserved 
lis success ; for the tale of his adventures 
was a bare-faced plagiarism from a far 
older story, the Voyage of Maelduin. That 
romance is far superior in vividness and 
dramatic feeling to the Brendan legend, 
and it is free from the edifying, but 
tedious, homilies with which Brendan's 
adventures are interlarded. Brendan, 
however, had one decisive advantage: his 
story was either co in Latin or 
translated into Latin at.an early date. and 
so was set in circulation throughout 
Europe; whereas the unknown geniús who 
invented Maelduin’s voyage employed his 
his native Gaelic, and so remained undis 
covered by the genetal reader until 
Whitley Stokes translated his romance. 
and Tennyson made of it a poem which 
picturesque as it is, lacks the fresh colour- 
ing of the original. 

The other legends in ‘this collection 
never had the same celebrity as Bren- 
dan s; but there is more to be learned 
from them about life in mediwval Lreland. 
It is naturally the life of a monastery that 
thew chiefi_ suggest. We yet glimpses of 
the anonks at work, carting wood from the 
torest, and building roads across the bog ; 
providing hot water for their baths by 
heating stones in the fire; or enjoying a 
well-earnec meal in the refectory, while 
a young brother plays to them on his 
harp. ut we also catch some reflections 
cast by the world outside the walls; we 
collect some impression of the kind of 
civilisation that prevailed there, and we 
can see that the minds of Churchmen 
within the monastery did not escape the 
1afluences by which they were surroun je. 

it has »ften been said that the Church 
owed her success in Ireland largely to the 
conciliatory attitude which she adopted 
towards traditional customs and beliefs 
In his introduction to the Latin Lives Dr. 
Plummer has collected a great number of 
instances showing that pagan ideas and 
practices were familiar, and not always re- 
pugnant, to these Christian writers. What 
is more eee, their conception of the 
priestly office betrays the same influence. 
In the Book of Armagh Patrick is repre- 
sented as beating the King’s druids -at 
their own arts, and the same competition 
recurs as a moté/ in later legends. 

The real competition is, however, amon 
the saints themselves, and one feels that 
every pious compiler is loyally resolved 
hat his particular hero shall cut as good 
' figure as his rival in the next petty

attributed to another saint he will claim 
‘he like for his own patron. If Moling 
restores to lif- the wren his cat has killed, 
or (laran revives the King’s dead horse 
o¥ sprinkling it with water, then Abban 
will do better, calling back to life the calf 
which a wolf has not only killed, but 
eaten. A miracle like this, which has had 
4 success, is thereupon copied and attri- 
outed to a dozen different saints. : 
he desire to magnify a particular saint 
3sually leads his biographer to lay much 
nore stress on his wonder-working powers 
‘han on his Christian virtues. ic” 
are much more impressive than poe of 
character. Besides, the object of the writer 
is not only to edify, but to entertain, his 
audience, and he feels bound to produce 
a story that shall be as full of incident 
and marvel as the sagas of Cuchalainn 
and Finn mac Cumhaill. So it comes about 
that the saints are often presented in a 
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light that does scant justice to their 
characters. The real Columba certainly 
had some very human faults; but it is a 
little startling to find him represented 4s 
suggesting to St. Colman that he would 
like to see hie infant nephews quietly dis- 
eo ol, if only “I could compass their 
estruction without shame to myself.’ 
The reason given for this modest pro- 
osal is that the children’s parents were 
rst cousins; but the real object of the 
story is to display the miraculous powers 
of St. Colman. e saints’ maledictions 
are a deadly weapon which they use on 
the slightest provocation. “he writer who 
complacently records these performances 
thinks only of exalting the prowess of 
these holy men.

Two Vols. Oxford: 
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THE FARINGTON DIARY. 

The history of the appearance of the 
Farington Diary deserves to be told. Mr. 
Archer, the London auctioneer of the 
effects of the late Miss M. L. F. Tyrwhitt, 
found it in a mahogany case stored in a 
lumber room, and on November 28th, 1921, 
his firm invited several people to see the 
diary and its notebooks. A member of 
the Morning Post staff was the first io 
call, and he satisfied himself that the 
volumes were of more than ordinary im- 
portance. At his sugyestion the sale was 
postponed for three weeks in order that 4 
more careful study of the contents might 
be made. The bidding began at 60 
guineas and the collection was knocked 
down to tha Morning Post at 110 guineas 

The Fatington Diary furnishes us with 
a notable clue to many events in British 
history at the end of the eighteenth and 
the beginning of the nineteenth centuries 
The notes appended to it by the editor, 
Mr. J. Greig, are exactly what they ought 
to be: they are short when they deal ‘ith 
_well-known folk and they are longer when 
they do not. This first volume of the 
diary is ador .ed with a fine photogravure 
portrait of Farington himself and with 
sixteen other illustrations. It is fitting 
that one who cared so much for art as 
Joseph Farington should have his diary 
appear in a form that would gratify his 
artistic soul. 

Perhaps, the outstanding quality of the 
diary is its many-sidedness. We meet 
such statesmen as ‘William Pitt and 
Edmund Burke, Warren Hastings and 
George Washington; such authors as 
Samuel Johnson and Robert Burns; and 
such French figures as Mirabeau and 
Marat and the Duke of Orleans and 
Napoleon. On them all Joseph Farington 
has much to say that is fr sh and enter- 
taining. We learn, under the date of 
November 27th, 1798, that “Turner told 
me that he is determined not to give any 
more lessons in drawing. He has on!y 
had five shillings an hour.” This was in 
spite of the fact that even then the 
abilities of Turner were recognised; for 
his contemporary, Northcote, confesse 1 
that in the drawings of Turner there “ós 
evidently genius and feeling, from which 
much may be expected.” ees is another 
entry: “July 6 (1799)}—Turner called 
this morning. I told him he might be 
assured of being elected (to the Royal 
Academy), to remove his anxiety. He 
talked to me of removing from his father’s 
house in Hand Court, Maiden Lane. I! 
advised him to take lodgings at first and 
not to encumber himself with a house 
Smirke and I, on our way to the Academy, 
drank tea with him and looked over his 
sketch books. He said he had 60 draw. 
ings now bespoke by different persons. 
Turner came to tea (July 21st). He told 
me he has no systematic process for 
making drawings. He avoids any arti 
cular mode, that he may not fal] into 
manner. By washing and occasionally 
rubbing out he at last expresses in some 
degree the idea in his mind.” 

We turn to statesmen, and among these 
we single out the figure of Edmund Burke 
He met Mirabeau and inevitably argued 
with him. It was a difficult process ; for 
Mirabeau spoke little English and Burke 
little French Yet we learn that 
“Mirabeau was astonished at the 
eloquence and force with wh.ch Burke ex- 
pressed his meaning, though he could only 
do it by uniting words of different 
languages.” The following two entries 
speak for themselves: “August 3 (1794). 
Rich. Burke, only child of Edmund, 
died yesterday. He had been elected 
member for Malton in the room of his 
father 10 days since. August 9. Marchi 
(assistant to Sir Joshua Reynolds) said 
the greif of Burke on the loss of his son 
was excessive. He cd. not be kept from 
the room in which the corpse lay, and 
after viewing threw himself on the bed in 
agonies, and was so weakened by bis greif 
he could scarcely stand. Burke's servants 
thought the journey and business of the 
election in Yorkshire had hastened his 
end. He had sickness in the night which 
he desired his servant to conceal from his 
father. He was 36 years old.”' 

Both Pitts come in for notice, though, 
of course, s.. hear more about the son 
than about the father. Burke thought 
that the latter “had great parts but a 
little soul—none of his father’s character- 
ist grasp of mind.’’ On the other hand, 
that erratic genius, Charles James Fox, 
“always speaks of Pitt as a great man, 
and this when some of Fox’s party are 
inclined to undervalue him.” If the 
artists suffered hardships in earning their 
living, so, too, did Pitt. In 1794 his 
income from the Cinque Ports was about 
£1,200 a year, and he then was said to 
owe £60,000. In the following year we 
hear that “Charlie, the wine merchant, 
some time ago told him that Mr. Pitt’s 
Major Domo said that he was weary of 
denying credit..s, that Mr. Pitt's hatter's 
bill was £600." The troubles of the 
twenty-three years’ strugg.e with France 
emerge in the entry of August 3, 1796: 
“Lysons hears that if Pitt does not make 
pence before November he must go out. 

ar ill managed. Bank directors much 
out of humour with Pitt. West India ex- 
pences enormous. St. Domingo cost 2 
millions more than expected.”’ 

In the following year this discontent 
had i ted. Here is the entry for 
March 24: “Lysons..... . told me the 
difficulties in the City encrease. Alderman 
Harley & Camerons Banking House stopt 
ve yesterday. Mr. Raikes, who is 

puty Governor of the Bank, told .Lysons 
that he had been dissatisfied with Mr. 
Pitt’s conduct for 6 months past. Raikes 
is well disposed to the Government, no 
democrat, There is no confidence in the 
City, all are apprehensive. A common 
Hall yesterday passed a vote almost 
unanimously, to adress His Majesty on 
the Throne, to remove His present 
Ministers for ever. '

IRELAND. 

Some time ago the Cambridge University 
Press published “The Provinces of Ire- 
land ” in four volumes, under the editor- 
ship of Mr. George Fletcher. That was 
a comprehensive and admirable series, but 
it left still the need for a volume dealing 
with Ireland as a whole. This volume is 
now before us, and for variety and im- 
portance of the subject matter and the 
authority of the writers it will be almost 
indispensable to those who desire to have 
something more than a surface knowled 
of the Irish land and the Irish ex e. 
The book. is beautifully printed, and 
there are many illustrations, maps and 
ms. 

are ten sections in the volume. 
Mr. Fletcher himself deals with Adminis 
tration, Education and Industries. Mr.

. A. Stewart Macalister writes on 
Population, Language and Religion; and 
Dr. R. J. Best concludes the volume with 
a collection of short biographies of dis- 


tinguished Irishmen. 


All these articles are excellent and 
readable, but probably the contribution 
of Professor Macalister will make the 
widest appeal to readers, and some of. his 
conclusions may surprise those whose 
knowledge of ancient Ireland is more 
traditional than scientific. That the oldest 
Irish stock was of the Mediterranean type 
may be accepted as probably true, This 
was a race short in stature, dark 
long-headed. The Milesian invader 
of another race, probably Teutonic, 
was tall and fair. He enslaved 
aboriginal Fir-bolg population and 
his mark on the social organisation 
on law and custom. But, in spite of 
prolonged Milesian domination, the nativ 
stock has remained Mediterranean in 
racial characteristics till this day. Nothing 
is known of the latiguage of the aboriginal 
race, nor do we know how the Celtic 
speech entered Ireland. Professor Mac- 
alister’s view of the Celtic languages is 
that they pr originally. among the 
Alpine race of Central Europe. This is 
the race whose characteristics are short 
stature, dark hair and short heads; they 
are the square heads of many parts of 
Germany. Switzerland, Austria and 
Russia and even France. The ctirious 
and perplexing thing is that there is 
hardly a trace of this rate to be found 
in Ireland; yet their speech is here. 
Celtic is, of course, a very ancient tongue ; 
but in Ireland it is the tongue of the 
invader and stranger, not the tongue of 
the oldest Irish stock, from whom are 
descended the majority of the modern 
inhabitants of this land.

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NEW POETRY. 

We find considerable difficulty in plac- 
ing Mr. Quennell. At one time we 
thought, on reading his short poems, that 
he was another example of the Cubist 
poet—the man who tries to make verse 
do the-work of sound and colour. We 
believe that some such tleory is in his 
mind, and the dozen lines to “Starlings ” 
are a good example, clever and effective. 
He repeats the effect of bird-flight and 
bird-song in several other pieces, as in 
“Small Birds ’’— 


“ Small birds who sweep into a tree— 
A storm of fluttering, stilled as suddenly, 
Making the light slip round a shaken berty "— 


or in “Dawn” and “Procne” and 
“Pursuit.” These one can understand 
and appreciate as at least original. There 
is something Greek, clear-cut in Mr 
Quennell’s work, and jt is thie which 
makes “ The Masque of the Three Beasts ' 
readable. We venture to say that to uny- 
one who has never read Aristophanes this 
hotch-potch would appear the work of a 
lunatic. Interpreted, however, in the : ein 
of the comic dramatist it becomes sug- 
yestive and. more than faintly reminiscent 
of Cloud-Cuckootown. 

At the other pole is the volume of verse 
by Mr. Sharp. His opening poem, “ To a 
certain coterie,”’ might be addressed to 
Mr. Quennell— 

*Scorncrs of rhythm and rhyme 

Who hack your verse to startle and appa!.” 

Mr. Sharp accepts the ordinary forms of 
verse and does not attempt to wander into 
remote ideas or far-fetched themes. The 
quiet.of an English country-side is an in 
spiration to him. ‘There are no fierce tides 
of imagination to carry us away; but then 
we would often be in quiet back-waters. 
The religious note is seldom absent, and 
there are shoit pieces better than any 
twenty-minute sermon.

Mr. Yeats's 
peasant types are well known, and those 
presente] in these pages have the cus- 
tomary characteristics of an exact literal 
ness that makes no concession to romance 
As for the story or sketch, we should 
like to know—though now we never shall 
know—what sead of incident or emotion 
intrigued Mr. O’Kelly’s mind or imagina 
tion to work on such a theme. “ Mortimer 
Hehir, the weaver, had died, and they 
had come in search of his grave to Cloon 
na Morav the Meadow of the Dead.” 
Thus does the tale open, and what follows 
is an account of the search by two 
ancients—Lynskey, the nail-maker, and 
Cahir Bowes. the stone-breaker—for the 
unmarked and forgotten site and their 
senile wrangling; then of the widow's 
visit to another ancient who is bed-ridden 
and another fruitless search. Finally the 
site is discovered, and as the light fails 
the grave is dug. 

Then suddenly something happens. The 
handsome young grave-dieger and the 
young widow become intensely aware of 
each other, and in a moment he is across 
the grave and she is in his arms. Old 
Malachi Roohan had told the widow that 
“the world is only a dream, and a dream 
is nothing at all, and we ourselves are 
the dream.” Such we felt life to be when 
love stepped to her over the waiting grave 
Such we imagine was the motive or moral 
of Seamas O'Kelly in constructing this 
tale. Love and death and all the state 
of man are bnt 'a dream.

The training of a horse makes or mars 
bis career. Some horses, like some human 
beings, are brought up in such a careless 
and haphazard manner that th y become 
a danger and an annoyance to those who 
are unlucky enough td own them. Mr. 
Percy F. Thor. tells in detail how a horse 
may be educated so as to make him good- 
tempered, obedient and hard-working. No 
horse is born bad-tempered, says Mr. 
Thorn; and ii, taken as a raw colt, he 
is treated with kindliness and considera- 
tion and is led gently and intelligently to 
appreciate what is. required of him, he 
will offer no obstacle to successful train- 
ing. 

As a judge at the National Trotting 
Horse-Breeders’ Show, the author has 
made horses and horsemanship the study 
of his life. In the present volume he de- 
sctibes the various types, including 
hunter, performing horse and trotting 
horse, and claims that his humane 
method of training will prove unfailingly 
successful in even the most refractory 
cases. He has collected a mass of general 
information concerning horses—their 
stabling, health and diet—which’ should 
prove valuable to all persons who have the 
use or management of horses. His main 
thesis—that horses can be used and 
trained most efficiently without any form 
of cruelty—will commend itself to all 
lovers of animals. The manner of the book 
is unconventional and practical. As fore- 
word it contains a commendatory letter 
from the Ear] of Lonsdale, and it is well 
illustrated.

Our Vanishing Railways. 

The destruction of property—reckless 
and terrible though it was—is not the 
most disturbing feature of the outrage at 
Sligo. The town is garrisoned by some 
five hundred ttoops of the Free State 
Army. Its railway station, the Western 
terminus cf: three railway companies, was 
a position nof merely of economic, but of 
military, importance. A “Curfew” rule 
exists in’ Sligo and is epforced at mid- 
night. On Wednesday night, shortly 
before that hour, a group, or groups, of 
armed men seized the station and pro- 
ceeded to destroy it. The public will note 
three facts about this operation. It was 
conducted with ruthless thoroughness and 
with expert skill; it occupied more than 
two hours; and nobody interfered with it. 
Apparently, attacks, either feinted or in 
real force, were made on the various 
barracks while the station was being 


trains were destroyed and seven engines, 
hitched together, were sent violently down 
a steep place into the sea. Supporters of 
the Free State Government, like ourselves, 
are placed on the horns of a dilemma. 
The country is under many obligations to 
the National Army; but it will feel to- 
day that, unless the substantial garrison 
at Sligo was heavily outnumbered ‘by well- 
armed eneniies, no satisfactory explanation 
of its failure to protect the railway station 
can be forthcoming. If, however, the 
garrison lacked neither’ vigilance nor 
efficiency, but was overpowered by superior 
numbers, the condition of the Sligo area is 
far worse than Eastern Ireland had been 
allowed to suppose. We hope that the 
Government will hasten to lay before Par- 
liament a frank statement on this, most dis- 
quieting affair. Another sinister feature of 
the outrage is the skill with which the 
rolling stock at Sligo was destroyed. Here, 
as in the outrage at Macmine, which also 
is reported to-day, the handling of the 
doomed engines revealed technical know- 
ledge. On Wednesday we asked the Free 
State Government what it was doing for 
fhe protection of thé Irish railways. We 
repeat the question now, and we renew 
our criticism that better results ought to 
be obtained from the Government 's very 
considerable resources in men and 
material. Even the sacred rights of railway 
workers are less important than the exist- 
the railways themselves. If ‘he 
destruction is not stayed, there 
will be no wages for anybody, and Mr.

Crossing the Rubicon. 


For better or íor worse, M. Poincaré's 
threat to occupy the Ruhr Valley has been 
put into operation. Yesterday morning at 
six o'clock French troops crossed the fron- 
tier of the occupied territory and by mid- 
day they had marched into Essen. The 
movement was carried out with remarkable 
eficiency. Two divisions of infantry and 
one cavalry division were employed and 
the town was entered simultaneously from 
two sides. The French troops immediately 
seized the General Post Office, the 
Rathaus and other public buildings, and 
in a very short spate of time they were 
in complete possession of the famous 
arsenal. No active opposition was offered 
to their entry; but many of the shops 
filled

were shut and the streets were 
with crowds of sullen people. 
Degoutte intends to impose martial law 
and to insist on the observance of the 
eight-hour day. He will not tolerate anr 
attempt to interfere with the normal tife 
of the town and has threatened to impose 
severe sanctions in the event of a strike 
or the adoption of a “ca’ canny”’ policy 
by the miners.

Valley are stubborn folk, and, unless the 
French are very tactful, * incidents’’ will 
be inevitable. The interests of the Re- 
public demand that the object of the 
occupation shall be achieved with the 
least possible delay. France wants repara- 
tions. She believes that she can éxtract 
them from the Ruhr ; and, if events prove 
that she has been justified in that belief, 
nobody will rejoice more sincerely than 
her British Allies. The danger, however. 
is that the French Army authorities may 
regard the occupation of Essen in the same 
way as they regard the occupation of 
Mayence or Wiesbaden—that they will 
simply instal themselves in the town and 
await events. That state of mind would 
be fatal. The only excuse for the whoie 
business will be its swift success; and, 
unless the French Government secures ‘a 
substantial sum for the replenishment of 
its empty coffers at Paris, it will be a 
ghastly failure. To that end General 
Degoutte must gain the confidence of the 
German workers: the proposal to import 
French colliers to work the mines is 
fantastic. ' 

In the meanwhile the chances of a real 
settlement, of the reparations problem arc 
vanishing. The German Government has 
denounced the Treaty of Versailles, and 
throughout the Reich the news of the 
occupation of Essen has caused dismay. 
Next Sunday has been proclaimed as a 
day of national mourning.

The effects of this development are in- 
calculable. The Germans, apparently, 
have come to the conclusion that they may 
as well be hanged for a sheep as for a, 
lamb, and have announced that they will 
make no further reparations payments 
either in cash or in-kind. Europe, there- 
fore, after eight weary years, has arrived 
back at the point from which she started in 
August, 1914. Once again force in all its 
naked ugliness has been summoned to 
arbitrate in human affairs, France cannot 
retreat. She has chosen her path and 
must continue to pursue it. Britain can 
do nothing. It would be foolish to deny 
that the situation is fraught with the 
gravest perils. In the past the town of 
Essen has played a sinister part in the 
shaping of mankind’s destinies. Its part 
in the drama that is being unfolded in 
the Valley of the Ruhr may be decisive 


of Europe s fate. 


Death in Exile. 

The sudden death of Constantine, lately 
King of the Hellenes, removes from the 
stage one who in the last nine years of 
Europe’s troubled history has played a 
part altogether out of proportion to his 
position or abilities. Ascending the Greek 
Throne on March 8th, 1913, on the death 
of his father at the assassin’s hand, 
Constantine made no stir in the world’s 
affairs, A man of pliant disposition and no 
brains, “Tino,” as he was nicknamed by 
his Imperial brother-in-law, William II. of 
Germany, was, and, but for the Great War, 
would have remained, a nonentity. Even 
then he would not have secured the dis- 
gusted attention of a world in arms but 
for Greece's strategic position and the fact 
that, by. reason of the influence of Queen 
Sophia, the Kaiser’s sister, King Con- 
stantine and his entire Court were violently 
pro-German and probably in secret accord 
with the Central Powers. As a result, 
Greece remained ostensibly neutral during 
the first three years of the war. She 
ignored her treaty obligation to come to 
the aid of Serbia when that country, 
already face to face with the armies of 
Austria, was attacked by the Bulgarians 
in the rear. This piece of callous knavery 
on the part of King Constantine was his 
undoing. On June 12th, 1917, he was 
expelled from Greece by the Venizelists 
and his son George was crowned King in 
his stead. “Tino” remained in exile until 
a well-cultivated wave of Greek Chauvinism 
brought him back to Athens as the would- 
be conqueror of the Turk. What followed 
all men know. The Turks drove the Greek 
Army, misled by Constantine’s incapable 
favourites, into the sea. A revolutionary 
party was formed in Athens, and Con- 
stantine the Inconstant again found him- 
self hurrying across the Swiss border. His 
corrupt and incapable Ministers were 
executed, and now Constantine, their 
puppet, joins them. There ate some 
persons of whom it is difficult to speak 
only good things when they are dead. Ex- 
King Constantine of Greece was one of 
these.

A New Disease. 


That diseases still] make their 


new 


appearance in the world, coming like the 


wind out of the East and going into the 
West, is proved once again. “ Pink disease, ” 
as the newcomer is called—a more 'scientific 
title is properly withheld until more is 
known about it—attacks infants and is 
fortunately not of a serious character. 
The symptoms are a rose-coloured rash 
end slight superficial swelling. These 
occurrences easily might be overlooked by | 
even the most anxious mothers or mis 
taken for the external manifestations of 
scarlet fever. ‘Constitutional disturb 
ances” and “inflammatory manifesta- 
tions,’ with “respiratory infections,’ may 
be present; but, as these are merely long 
names for a touch of colic, sore throat 
and a cough, the positive attribution of 
their appearance to the presence of the 
pink disease has been a matter of diffi- 
culty. Pink disease appeared in Australia 
eleven years ago, and in the next nine 
years ninety-one persons were declared by 
the Antipodean doctors to have acquired 
it. Now it has made its appearance in the 


United States, according to a Dr. Zahorsky, 


who records cases from various parts of 
the country. How it got there a 
mystery; Rut this is just the sort of 
disease that doctors like to see flitting 
from continent to continent. The colour 
is fashionable, the symptoms mild and 
easily recognisable, the patients young. 
That pink disease has not reached Ireland 
speaks volumes for our constitutions—or 
our doctors. It will come, however; for 
the matter rose-red rashes or 
“listening in’’ machines or velours hats 
the dictates of fashion are supreme.

MOVEMENT TO QUT ADRIFT 
FROM EUROPE.

WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

The news of President Harding’s with- 
drawal of the American troops from. the 
Rhine was coincident with the launching of a 
movement in the Senate demanding the 
United States to cut loose - entirely from any 
participation, official or unofficial, in European 
problems growing out of the war. 

. The chief promoter of the movement is 
Senator Reed, author of the resolution for 
the withdrawal of the troops.

IX FINANCIAL: SUGGESTION. 


(BY P. D. KENNY.) 


Mr. Hogan explains the failure of land 
purchase by “ the breakdown of finance.’” The 
time has come to examine this. Every factor 
in the problem neglected now means @ dis- 
turbing element im the future. | 

A result so complex does not arise from a 
cause so simple. Finance broke down, but 
why? At that time we had a kind of close 


ration in politics, known as “ the Irish 
Pazliame n arty, who ran a flourishing 
enterprise in the priv 


ate gas mí E 
blic opinion. They sent out their mo 
‘raisiod exponents to tell the unpurchased 
tenants, when they were buying rapidly under 
the Wyndham Act: “ Land purchase is going 
on a great deal too fast. We must stop 1t 
and get another Act affording better terms for 
the tenants.” The new agitation against a 
acheme which had satisfied landlord and 
tenant. alike naturally helped to arrest trans- 
fer and to depress the price of Land Stock. 
The lower the fall in Land Stock the bigger 
the State “‘ bonus” ta bridge the widening 
gap between what the landlord could take and 
what the tenant could give. The gap widened 
anti] it. could not be bridged at all, and then 
land purchase stopped. 5 

Then came the Land Act. of 1909, which, 
instead of securing the “better terms’ 
promised by the corporation, actually raised 
the statutory rate’ of interest on the tenant, 
with a proportionate rise in his purchase 
annuities. It was my duty to write on that 
measure every night it was “up” in the 
House of Commons, and I remember a calcula 
tion of the total increase against the tenant. 
The difference between the 1903 Act and the 
1909 Act amounted to a loss, in increas 
interest alone, of £14,000,000 against the un- 
fortunate tenants who had set to buy. 

TWO FALLACIES. 

All past attempts at Irish land settlement, 
both in transfer and in the relief of congestion, 
have been badly hindered by two main 
fallacies-underlying the procedure. The first 
and the greater of these is the fallacy of fixing 
permanently by law values which, by their 
nature, are subject to permanently varying 
causes that cannot be fixed by any means 
known to legislation. For instance, on a 
given day I lend the Government £1,000 at a 
cate of interest fixed for 68; years, and the 
Government hand me a promise to pay £1,000. 
This is the exact value of that credit on that 
day in the conditions of a free market. To- 
morrow morning the value of the security 
underlying the credit may be changed, and 
with it the value in earning interest. [If it 
were possible to ascertain the exact effects of 
the causes at work, we should be able to show 
some variation for every morning in the 684 
years; yet for every day and every year to 
the end the values remain fixed by law. Thus 
the £100 worth of Irish Land Stock at 23 
under the Wyndham Act, fixed by law in 
1905, is to-day worth only £58, and the in- 
vestor who lent that sum in that year has 
lost about half his money. Now, I know a 
way out of this fallacy; but so does the 
Minister ‘for Agriculture, I think, and the 
solution would come better from him, Mean- 
time, investors remain shy of our Land Stock 
until we find some way of stabilising its value. 

The. other great fallacy concerns '' the 
economic holding.” When giving evidence 
before the Commission on Gongestion, I was 
asked: “ What is an economic holding?” and 
[ replied: “ A holding that has an economic 
tenant on it.’’ [ wanted to suggest to the 
Commission the tact that the land, without 
regard to the man, is no safe guide to the 
economic purpose in view. I-would reckon on 
the man rather than on the area, given a 
certain limit. We meet an economic family 
unit on fifteen acres, and we find one hundred 
acres of better land in an uneconomic holding, 
because the family unit there is not efficient. 
Those who found their definitions on area 
alone, ignoring the human equation, are really 
engaging the State to endow inefficiency at 
the expense of the efficient. The more incap- 
able the claimant the larger the area required 
to make him “economic.” It is plain that, in 
Irish conditions, the State cannot safely under- 
take the ranch problem and migration with- 
out a carefully selective process in personnel, 
backed by suitable provisions for economic 
direction and industrial education-—which im- 
lies not merely knowledge and instruction, 
ut also reform in habit, precedent and point 
of view. ' 

“FAIR TERMS.”

Economic science 
means by it that the seller must be quite 
free either to sell or refuse, and that the 
price is the highest that he can get in a 
market where every possible buyer is quite 
free to compete. Since Mr. Hogan is evi- 
dently an economist, be must accept this 
definition ; but, then, he proposes “ grafting ” 
on the Land Bil of 1926, ‘which instituted 
compulsion ’’ and provided that ** the owner 
was to be paid, not in cash, but in Stock.” 
Here we have two “economic propositions ” 
completely destructive of each other. 

_ In the absence of any Irish. security afford- 
ing. credit for land purchase on workable 
terms, a malicious analyst, reading between 
the lines, might infer a simple scheme as 
follows :—Determine the annuities on the basis 
of “‘instituted compulsion.” Make these 
annuities payable to the landlord, and. his 
only payment for the land, through the 
Government, cn the joint security of the 
State and the tenant purchaser. Then hand 
the landlord a State certificate of the trans- 
action and of his title as an annuitant, which 
he. may sell for cash—if he can find anybody 
to buy. If not, he may go on enjoying his 
annuities for 685 years, barring periods of 
normal rebellion and the urgent pressure of 
his mortgagees. In this wavy the tenant 
might “ buy” his land from ‘the landlord, 
with his landlord’s money. It would be 
“an economic proposition " of a sort, but the 
landlord might not like it, and 1 mention it 
only because it is so hard to see how Irish 
land purchase can be financed on Irish credit. 
Of course, the malicious analyst would be 
unfair to Mr.. Hogan, who, as an economist 
and an honest man, has promised the landlord 
‘* fair terms. " 

BRITISH TREASURY CREDIT. 

While we strain our wits in vain to see 
lrish assets in lreland, we find in the hands 
of the British, and standing to their national

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STATE AND THE ROADS. 


GOVERNMENT’S SEARCH FOR 
A POLICY, 


The Minister for Local Government re- 
ceived a deputation yesterday from the General 
Council of County Councils with reference to 
the maintenance of public roads. 

The following comprised the deputation :'— 
Senator P. W. Kenny, Chairman; Mr. P. T. 
Daly, Vice-Chairman ; Mr. James Walsh, Co. 
Kilkenny; Mr. John Kelly, Chairman, Offaly 
County Council; and Mr. Louis J. Dalton. 
Chairman, South Tippérary County Council. 

The deputation pointed out that there were 
vacancies in a few counties tor county 
veyors, and urged that the necessary ex- 
amination should he held as soon as possit le 
by the Civil Service Commission 

The Minister replied that machinery 
holding the examination would shortly 
ready 

The deputation advocated the appointmept 
of whole-time assistant surveyors, and the 
promotion of such officers to county surveyor- 
ships. : 

The Minister stated that the whole question 
of road law was at present under considera- 
ticu, with a view to the adoption of more 
suitable methods to meet modern traffic de- 
velopments and special Irish requirements. 
The general question of survey staffs would be 
reviewed at the same time. - 

No definite policy had yet been adopted 
with regard to State grants for roads. and 
the difficulty of the Ministry in deciding on 
a policy had been aggravated by the recent 
enormous damage. The Councils. he sug- 
gested, should make provision in their esti- 
mates for the ensuing financial year for the 
proper upkeep of the roads, with a view to 
preventing further deterioration, and preserv- 
ing the- road foundation. 

He also drew attention to the indi ference 
of motorists in various parts of the country 
in the matter of the payment of the motor 
tax. He indicated that this non-payment 
would not be allowed to continue. : 

The deputation promised to co-operate fn 
securing prompt collection of this revenne 
which is solely applicable to road work. '

GERMAN FLAGS AT HALF 
“MAST. 


Essen has been oecupied without any untoward incident; but the 
}rench who took possession of the Ruhr district marched into a city of 
mourning. The blinds were drawn and the shops were shut, not only in 
rhe town of Essen itself, but in the outlying districts. 

The Ruhr's silent protest is to be continued on a larger scale by the 
whole of Germany on Sunday, when flags will be flown at half-mast, 
theatres closed, and mourning services held in the churches. 

Protests by the German, Government have been handed to Grea: 
Hritain and America, The Note says that Germany does not intend to 
meet force by force, or to answer the breach by disengaging herself 
from the Treaty; but, so long as the present conditions continue, she will 
be unable to make any deliveries to the Powers who have brought them 


The Sligo station of the Midland and Great Western Railway—one of 
the most substantial buildings of its kind in Ireland—was destroyed by 
fire and explosives early yesterday morning. 

Before firing end wreckiig the station buildings armed raiders coupled 
six engines to a seventh one which was under steam, and sent them at 
full speed towards the sea wall. The engines broke the usual buffers and 
smashed the sea wall—one of them falling into the water and another 
being poised on the. sea wall, while the remaining five were tossed about 
in all directions. Passenger trains in the station were burned to ashes. 
The damage done is estimated at some £80,000. Both the Midland 
Company and the Cavan and. Leitrim Company’s property has suffered. 
While the raiders were destroying the station premises and trains @ 
number of their party sniped the posts held by the strong Free State gar- 
rison, and not until the fire bad gained a great hold on the station did the

After a little the policemen were told to 
leave, and then a poweriul mine was taken 
into the barrack and placed in position.

The policemen were not allowed to remove 
anything from the barrack, and two minutes 
after they had left they heard a great 
explosion, and knew that the station had been 
destroyed. 
People living five milés away in the County 
Dublin heard the explosion, which reduced 
the station to a heap of dégbris. Some of the 
bricks were blown clear across the road, 
blocking the tramway line; the roof was torn 
away; and all that remains of the building 
are broked rafters and some of the main 
walls. 
Shortly before the barrack was blown up a 
numher of men visited Castleview terrace, 
where the station was situated, and ordered 
the occupants of the six houses to leave at 
once. 
The people were terrified, and fled without 
attempting to take any of their property.

TRAIN OF ENGINES 
WRECKED. 


Early yesterday niorning, éays our Sligo

The Midland Great Western Railway 
Station here was completely destroyed by 
fire and explosives. Before settamg the 
Station on fire armed men took all the engines 
—seven in number—from the locomotive 
shed, and, coupling them to an engine whieh 
had steam up, towed them some distance.

Mr. George S. Nicholls, Deputy-Chair- 
man, presided at yesterday's meeting of 
the Dail. 

The sitting was confined almost entirely 
io the Amnesty Bill, which passed through 
nil its stages and now is ready for con: 
pideration by the Senate. 

Mr. Gerald FitzGibbon moved a series 
of amendments with a view to preserving 
ihe right of the Free State citizens to 
claih compénsation from the British 
''reasury for property that was seized 
before the ‘Truce. The Government 
accepted these amendments, and they were 
passed without discussion. 

It was agreed that a committee should 
consider the applications for the post of 
A nditor-General. 


MOUNTMELLICK GAS. 


Mr. W. Davin (Leix and Offaly) asked the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce if he 
was aware that the Mountmellick Gas Com- 
anv (Messrs. Anderson, Lid., London) had 
‘ncreased their pre-war price of gas of 5.- per 
1.000 to 15/- per 1,000; that, owing to re- 
duction in price of coal, etc., the Mary- 
borough Company had reduced their price to 
10/- per 1,000 for the past two years; and 


whether, in view of the repeated and unsuc- | 


cessful representations made by consumers and 
yesidents to the company, he would approach 
them with a view to having the present prices 
considerably reduced. 

, The Minister for Industry an] Commerce 
replied that the Mountmellick Gas Company 
‘wag not a statutory undertaking, and he had 
no control over its charges. He would, 
however, communicate with the Company 
on the question of their prices, and would 
inform the deputy of the result. 


AUDITOR-GENERAL. 


APPOINTMENT REFERRED TO 
COMMITTEE. 


The President reminded the House that he 
gave an undertaking to Deputy Johnson, 
when they were discussing the Comptroller 
end Auditor-General Bil, that he would 
agree to consider the appointment of a Comp- 
troller and Auditor-General by a committee. 

He was in doubt whether it would be advis- 
able to refer the matter to either of the two 
committees that existed to deal with matters 
affecting the Houre. One was the Com- 
mittee on Procedure, and the other the Com- 
mittee on Salaries. He thought that the 
House ought to select a committee now to 
consider the matter and report at the earliest 
moment. : ; 

They were to some extent operafing against 
the spirit of the Constitution in not having 
an Auditor-General, and having regard to 
the circumatances of the time that, should not 
be allowed to continue for any length of 
time. It wag only by the courtesy of the 
bankers that They were able to carry on at 
all without this officer. pees 

He suggested that the various parties in 
the House should nominate the members of 
the committee, which ought to consist of 
about seven, and they could meet after the 
House adjourned to consider the matter, and 
‘let the House deal with it at the earliest 

ible moment. : 

Mr. Johnson (Labour, Dublin County) 
agreed with what the President, had said. 

The President said that he ' understood 
that there was a certain quota allotted to 
every one of the different parties in the House, 
and he suggested that every quota should 
nominate members at once. 

Mr. Johnson suggested that arrangements 
to carry this into effect might be made 
through the ueual channel, and it was agreed 
that each should nominate members of 
the committee. 4

"AMNESTY. BILL. 
COMPENSATION FOR SEIZED 
PROPERTY. 


President Cosgrave formally moved the 


adoption of Clause 1 of the Amnesty (British 
Military) Bill, which read as follows :— 

“No action or other legal proceeding what- 
roever whether civil or criminal shall be in 
stituted in any court of law or equity in 
Saorstat Eireann for or on account of or in 
respect of any act, matter or thing done after 
the 23rd day of April, 1916, and before thé 
date of the passing of this Act, by any person 
or under the authority of any person who, at 
the time when the act, matter or thing was 
done, held any office under or was gh cr nn in 
the service “ the British Crown or the British 
Gowernment in any acitv, whether naval, 
military, airforce, police or civil, provided 
such act, matter or thing was done or in g 
faith purported to be done in execution of 
the duty of the person doing the same, or in 
exercise or execution of any authority con- 
ferred on such person or on the person under 
whose authority such person was acting by 
eny statute of the British Parliament or any 
statutory or other order of the British Govern- 
ment, or was in good faith purported to be 
done for the defence of the then existing form 
of government in Ireland, or for the public 
safety or otherwise in the public interest. 

The President said that there were three 
amendments to the clause in the name of 
Deputy FitzGibbon, and the Government was 
prepared to accept them. They would be 
moved by the deputy in the ordinary way, one 
after the other. i 

Mr. Gerald FitzGibbon, K.C., said that the 
amendments that he had put dowa to Clause 
1 and Clause 6 were all directed to the same

OBJECT OF ENGLISH ACT. 
When he saw that this clanse was inserted 
na ony that it might go further than 
y desired. The object of the English 
was to protect the Treasury 
laims that civilians might have the 


proviso protecting the rights of tht citizens, 
but the protection which citizens had who had 
contracts under the Government, or had pro- 

rty damaged by the negligence of officers or 
servants of the Government, was omitted in 
the clause of this bill. 

e had framed his amendments with a view 
of preserving the rights of claimants of that 
description, and on consideration he thought 
that they might put in a proviso preserving 
such rights as under the Baglich Indemnity 
Act. 

Therefore, he moved this proviso, to insert 
the following at the end of Clause 1 :—‘* Pro- 
vided that nothing in this Act shall be con- 
strued to prevent any person from instituting 
or prosecuting any proceedings under the I[n- 
demnity Act, 1920, or from claiming or ob- 
taining any payment or compensation under 
the said Act which he might have instituted 
or prosecuted or claimed or obtained if this 
Act had not passed.”’ 

The bil! before the House, he said, abso- 
lutely barred legal proceedings or actions 
against the Government for anything they 
did during the period of conflict, and if any 
of their citizens went before an English 
tribunal with a claim under the Indemnity Act 
of 1920 they would be met by the representa- 
tives of the Treasury with a copy of their 
own bill and told: “ You can go home, be- 
cause your own Dail, or Oireachtas, has passed 
a bill which prevents you from carrying on 
proceedings or bringing any action whatsoever, 
and there is no use in your coming here.” 

The object of his amendments was to pre- 
vent that, and to leave everybody having a 
claim liberty to proceed as if this bill had not 

assed. i : 

The bill gave protection for anything. done 
by military forces in good faith for the 
maintenance of the then existing form of 
government, as was the intention. 


VERBAL CHANGES. 


The President asked the Deputy to move 
the verbal changes which he had proposed, 

Mr. FitzGibbon complied, remarking that 
the object was the same, and what he had 
stated was equally valid in support of the 
amendment. 

The first amendment was to insert after the 
words “ Saorstat Fireann,” in the beginning 
of the clause, the words “against any 
person.” 

This was passed unanimously. 

Mr. FitzGibbon said that amendment No. 2 
had been accepted by the President. 

The amendment in question substituted the 
words ‘‘maintenance”’ for “the word “‘ de- 
fence ” towards the end of the Act. 

Mr. FitzGikbon then moved that the 
proviso given above be added at the end 
of Clause 1 

This also was unanimously agreed to, and 
Clause 1 of the bill, as amended, was 
adopted by the House. 

Clause 3 was moved by the President as 
followa :—For ‘the purpose of this Act: 

(a) A petition of right shall be deemed to 
be a legal proceeding, and the proceeding 
shall be deemed to have been instituted on 
the date on which the petition was presented : 

(b) The institution or prosecution of any 
claim before any tribunal appointed to inquire 
‘into claims for compensation under the enact- 
ments relating to criminal injuries or any 
enactment amending the same shall not be 
deemed to be an action or legal proceeding 
within the meaning of Section One of this 


ct. 

Mr. FitzGibbon moved the deletion of sub- 
section (a), because he was quite clear that 
that petition ought to be preserved. 

This was agreed to, and sub-section (b) was 
approved, 

The President now moved—‘‘ That the Dai! 
agrees with the Committee in its report on 
the bill,” which was seconded by Mr. Blythe, 
and passed. 


POLITICAL PRISONERS. 
THE DOWLING CASE. 


Mr. Figgis said that, the bill having now 
been reported to the Dail, he would suggest 
that it might be desirable if the President 
said something with regard to one outstand- 
ing case—that of Dowling, who was stil] in 
prison. There were, he added, four out- 
standing prisoners, and the House might be 
informed what the position was with regard to 
them. 

They might press for the release of these 
men with the passing into law of the present 
bill. It would be a good opportunity to cele- 
brate the enactment of a bill of this kind 
by making the country realise that all Irish- 
men who had been connected with political 
offences in the past should be released. 

He thought that the case of Dowling was 
one of special moment. It was neither better 
nor worse than those of the Connaught 
Rangers who had been released, and he hoped 
that the President would be able to announce, 
when they were taking the bill in its final 
stages, that the case of Dowling would be 
fayourably considered with the other three 
cases recently discovered. 

The President said that there were some 
prisoners whose cases were the subject of 
many representations to the late General 
Collins, the late President of the Dail, tu 
Mr. O'Higgins during the term cf office of the 
Provisional Government, and, after the death 
of the late President. to himself. 

No effort was spared to bring before the 
British Ministers and the British Government 
the views held in this country regarding the 
release of those prisoners .and how strongly 
their release was demanded; and how much 
it would go towards effecting more cordial 
relations between the two countries; and how 
much stronger evidence it would afford of 
the determination of the British Government 
and the Free State Government to efface the 
bitter memories of the long conflict between 
the two countries. 

To some extent, he was placed at a dis- 
advantage with regard to many of the 
risoners. There were others who had been 
n touch with, and who had been working 
with, them during the period of the conflict, 
who had intimate knowledge of each and every 
one of those cases. 

His own knowledge of those cases was not 
intimate, but none of the prisoners had 
sufiered to any extent by reason of that lack 
of intimacy.. The Dail must appreciate the 
different position that the Government of the 
Saorstat was now in. 

Saorstat Fireann was now a co-egua! mem- 
ber with the other countries of the Common- 
wealth, and, accordingly, he expected that the 
relations between the Saorstat and the British 
Government should be conducted on certain 
lines. Consistent with the dignity of the 
Saorstat, everything that was reasonable had 
been done to effect the release of these 
political prisoners, and of Dowling, to whom 
special reference had been made. 


GOVERNMENT’S DIGNITY 


But there were certain matters that could 
not be discussed with freedom, because there 
was @ certain dignity that » Government must 
maintain in order that it might not lose 
sight of the fact that they were now an in: 
i nt Government. 

fact that there had been an alteration 
in relations between the two countries had 
not been allowed to affect prejudicially the 
case of Dowling.

The Labour position in Dublin showed a 
slight improvement yesterday, and the hope 
was expressed that it may be possible to avert 
the impending strike at the docks.

A conference on 
the question of wages will be held to-day, and 
it is hoped that an arrangement may be made 
by which a strike, which would seriously 
affect the trade of all Southern Ireland, may 
be prevented. 

An Irish Times representative was informed 
by Mr. Thomas Foran, Genera] Secretary of 
the Irish Transport and General Workers’ 
Union, yesterday that, if the strike takes 
place, about 20,000 will be affected. Of these 
6,000 are in Dublin and the remainder in 
Cork, Limerick, Sligo, and other ports. 


FLOUR MILLERS. 


A strike on the question of the wages of 
flour mill workers in the Free State was also 
threatened, but at a conference which was 
held in Dublin yesterday it was decided that 
the proposed “cut” should not become 
operative for a week.

THE POSITION OF GRANARD., 

District Justice Finlay, at the Granard 
Court, had before him a case in which Mr. 
Peter Sheridan, Secretary of the Ratepayers’ 
Association, prosecuted William and Laurence 
Cosgrove (sons of Mr. J. Cosgrove, Clerk to 
the Urban Council) for assault. 

Mr. Farrell, solicitor, for the complainant, 
said that the Granard Urban District Council 
was not functioning, and a Committee of the 
Ratepayers’ Association was formed to carry 
on the work. The Secretary of the Associa- 
tion applied for the lamps to light the town, 
and Mr. Cosgrove, the Town Clerk, said that 
he would have to get them by the '“ hammer 
and chisel,’ as he had got the books. Mr. 
Sheridan went to the office where the lamps 
were kept, and was there attacked by the de- 
fendants. 

Dr. M‘Evoy, Granard, said that he treated 
Sheridan for a wound over the eye. 

Mr. James Cosgrove. Town Clerk, said that 
the Association was formed to ruralise the 
town. A deputation called on him for the 
books, which he refused to give them. The 
office was broken into and the books were 
taken away. An application was made to him 
for the lamps, and he refused to give them 
up. The Urban Council had not been func- 
tioning since August. Sheridan had a right 
to enter the yard as crane master, but his 
(Mr. Cosgrove’s) sons found him. tampering 
with the locks of the doors where timber was 
stored. 

A witness named James Sheridan deposed 
that he was Town Sergeant, but was sus- 
pended. '

‘A BOX OF SILVER. 


CURIOUS FIND IN COUNTY. 
DUBLIN. 


About £400 worth of silver was found yes- 
terday in & field off the Marlborough road, 
Glenageary, Co. Dublin. The discovery was 
made by a man who was crossing the field 
with his dog. The dog ran to the box, which 
was lying exposed on the field. He was 
followed up by his owner, who when he had 
examined the box informed the police. 

‘The box was found to contain nearly 200 
articles of solid silver. They included a 
two-handled cup, a teapot, a cruet stand, an 
egg-stand, a pair of salad servers, two slices, 
three long skewers, two testers, two soup 
ladies, seven large service spoons, nine tea 
spoons, half-dozen dessert knives, three dessert 
spoons, ten small forks, 62 table spoons, and 
80. dinner forks. 

Each article is engraved with the armorial 
design of a sitting cat. The cup bears a 
heraldic shield, the design including two lions 
rampant supporting a sword on the left-hand 
side, and a cross fills the other, with a lion 
rampant in the top left-hand corner. The 
owner of the articles is not known. 

The silver was contained in a plain wooden 
iron-bound box, with a small lock on the side. 

It is conjectared that the box was deposited 
in the field by a conscience-smitten looter. 


LETTER-BOX FIRE. 


CAUSED BY BOYS WITH 
SQUIBS. 

In the Southern Police Court, Dublin, yes- 
terday, before Mr. Collins, K.C., six lads 
named Francis Bracken, Denis Quinn, James 
Byrne, John Lavin, Laurence Kavanagh, and 
John Nolan, all under 16 years of age, and 
residing in Longford street and the neigh- 
bourhood, were charged by Detective Officers 
Coleman and Devaney with having between 
2 and 3 p.m. on 7th inst. maliciously set fire 
to a letter-box in the branch | post-office 68 
Aungier street, by throwing lighted squibs 
into the receptacle, which contained about 60 
letters and packages. 

The. evidence of. Police Sergeant Davis 
showed that the College Station was informed 
that a fire had broken ont at the post-office 
68 Aungier street, and that the Fire Brigade 
had set out for it. On opening the letter-box 
that evening with Postman Fitzsimons they 
found a half-burned squib, and a number of 
letters were scorched and others were 
damaged by water. He had the damaged 
packets conveyed to Thomas street post-office, 
where they had to be specially treated. 

Detective Officer Devaney deposed to the 
arrest of the accused on Tuesday. At College 
Station each of the youths stated that they 
had bought the squibs in a shop in Bride 
street, threw them at each other, kicked 
them about the street, and threw one of 
them into the letter-box. 

They were remanded in custody.

CORONER AND ILLICIT SPIRIT 


TRAFFIC. 


Dr. P. O'Callaghan, Coroner for Inishowen, 
and a jury of which Mr. James P. M‘lvor 
was foreman, investigated the circumstances 
attending the death of Neil Crossan, of Meen- 
avinaghan, whose dead body was found in the 
river. 

From the evidence it appeared that the 
deceased man, who been at a "' bottle-drink.’’ 
left the party in the small hours of the 
morning to go home. He had to cross a 
river by meants bí a plank, and it is surmised 
that he missed his footing and fell into ti.e 
river. 

The jury returned a verdict that death wes 
due to asphyxia, caused by drowning and 
added the following rider:—‘ That we call 
upon the County Council of Donegal to peti- 
tion the Free State Government Ao take 
drastic action so as to restrict the sale of 
treacle and sugar in the county, and we sng- 
west that neither of these commodities should 
be obtainable except by permit.”’ 

The Coroner said that he thoroughly 
endorsed the rider, and promised to have it 
forwarded ‘to the proper quarter. He .re- 
marked that to hie own knowledge illicit drink 
is “slaughtering the youth of the country.” 


DRASTIC ACTION DEMANDED, 


At the last meeting of Inishowen District 
Council the following resolutions were

“ That we beg to draw the attention “4 the 
Government to the urgent need for drastic 
action against poteen making in Inishowen. 
Two deaths of men in the prime of life which 
eccurred here recently are generally believed 
to be dune to poteen.

HEAVY PUNISHMENT FOR 
SPECIAL CONSTABLES. 


Three young men, who had been Special 
Police, named John Stewart, Henry Mellon 
and George Orr, were charged, at the Belfast 
Assizes, with breaking and entering the 
dwellinghouse of Miss Eleanor Moutray, Kil- 
moyle, near Dungannon, between 20th June 
and -lith July last, and stealing a number 
of articles, including china, crockery and fur- 
niture,; to the value of about ) 

Mr. J: H. Campbell (inctructed by Mr. B. 
Campbell) appeared for the defence. 

The evidence showed that some of the 
missing property, including chairs. and a 
writing desk, were found in a plantation. 
Search warrants were obtained, and Stewart 
was arrested, and he said that he had helped 
Mellon te carry some boxes. Later, Mellon 
and Orr were charged, and Mellon denied all 
knowledge of breaking into the house. Orr 
also denied the charge, and said that they 
had found some “ stuff’? when out on patrol. 

A detective sergeant, who found a tea urn 
in Orr’s house, stated that Orr said, “1 might 
as well say it in part of a robbery. I wish to 
God I. never had anything to do with the 
Specials. 1 joined to fight, and now I am 
@ criminal.”’ 

After Mr. Campbell. had addressed the 
Court for the prisoners, 

The judge said that either the accused were 
guilty or not. If the case was proved, }t 
meant that these men, who had been sworn 
as peace officers, were guilty of a very grave 
breach of trust; for, instead of apprehending 
or stopping criminals, they became criminals 
themselves. The jury might acquit the 
prisoners .of the breaking and entermg, but 
here was a still fnrther charge of receiving, 
which was much more difficu't to meet. It 
must have been a great shock to the district- 
inspector to find Stewart in possession of a 
work-box,. which formed part of the goods 
concerned the robbery. That involved the 
other men who had been ont with Stewart. 
Orr .seemed to have acted more manly than 
any of the rest, when his house was visited 
in Belfast. None of the stolen property was 
found on Mellon, but, on his own admission, 
he had brought boxes to Bloomfield’s, which, 
if true, made him liable to be charged with 
receiving. 

The jury acquitted the prisoners on the 
charge of breaking and entering, but found 
them guilty of Horgtnn ? 

The judge ordered Mellon three vears’ pena! 
servitude from the 4th January. He ordered 
Stewart the same term—three years’ penal 
servitude—to run. concurrent with the sen- 
tence (twelve months) this prisoner had re- 
ceived in-a previous case. rr, who was the 


least blameworthy, he would order twelve | 


calendar months’ imprisonment, with’ hard 
labour.

At the first meeting of the Dublin Port and 
Docks Board yesterday after the elections, 
Mr. David Barry was re-elected Chairman by 
a majority of eleven votes over Councillor 
Thomas Loughlin, the Vice-Chairman, who 
was also proposed for the office, 

Mr, Loughlin refused to allow his name to 
be put in nomination for the Vice-Chairman- 
ship, and Senator Moran was unanimously 
elected. Alderman Alfred Byrne, locum tenens 
for the Lord Mayor, presided at the outset. 

Councillor P. J. Munden, in proposing 
Councillor Loughlin for the Chairmanship, 
said that they all knew the able manner in 
which he had acted as Vice-Chairman for the 
last twelve months, and they understood the 
energy that he had displayed in all the tasks 
which he had been called upon to perform. 

Councillor Farrell seconded. 

Mr. William Hewat proposed that Mr. 
David Barry be continued in office. They 
had seen the birth of a new State, and they 
had entered upon a new era during Mr. 
Barry 's term of office. On that account, he 
thought it was important that a man with a 
thorough knowledge and experience of the 
effairs of the Port should occupy the chair,

'CHAIRMAN’S STATEMENT. 


Mr. Barry then took the chair, and, in re- 
turning thanks, said that the Board had paid 
him a very great compliment, and had placed 
a very great responsibility on his shoulders. 
The chair had been filled by many men of 
outstanding character and ability, and it now 
represented a great tradition in their national 
and civic life. If times were normal he should 
feel some doubt about his ability to maintain 
that tradition; but they were living, and for 
the next year were going to live, in times cf 
extraordinary stress, confusion, and difficulty. 
He suffered from no illusion upon that point, 
and they might wonder why in such conditions 
he had so readily accepted a renewal of their 
confidence Well, during the last year they 
had increased the reputation of their Board as 
a body which gave loyal support to the chair, 
in a spirit which came from matual confidence 
and co-operation in the Board’s business. With 
‘that confidence he felt able to face the very 
uncertain future, not alone with my ts but 
with confidence. He wanted also to bespeak 
the larger good-will and co-operation of all 
sections of their fellow-citizens. 

“Some of us are shippers,’ he continued ; 
“some of us are merchants; some of us are 
employers, and some wage earners—b t we 
are all in the same boat. If we fail to find a 
real basis for agreement and hearty co-opera- 
tion between the bridge and the engine room 
and-the forecastle, the ship will be in deadly 
peril; for the visibility is low ; the weather is 
rough; storm signals are about, and 
there are rocks right ahead!” He 
felt, however, that the ship would 
weather the storm, but let them have 
no “llusions. They should miss the harbour 
if the deck insisted cn one course and the 
engine room on another. Already there were 
sharp and dangerous differences ahead. Could 
they not be solved by conference, by mutual 
sacrifice, by realising that the ship was in 
danger, and that they, shippers and mer- 
chants, wage earners and employersp must 
sink or swim together? That was the only 
appeal which he had to make that day, and 
it was, he hoped, the spirit which would 
form every appeal and every ruling which 
he should have to make from that chair dur- 
ing the year. 

THE BOARD’S WORK. 

Dealing with the work of the Board during 
the year that had just ended, Mr, Barry 
said that it had been a year marked with 
much unrest; but the Board, he was glad to 
say, had been able to carry on without any 
serious difference of opinion with their em- 
ployés, there being one strike only towards 
the close of the year for a very few days. It 
was mainly due to a misapprehension. It was 
encouraging to note that notwithstanding the 
difficult times through which they had passed, 
there had been an increase in the tonnage en- 
tering the port, and an increase in the dues 
collected. in view of those facts he thought 
that they could look forward with confidence 
to further prosperity for the port in what 
thev all hoped would be a less disturbed 
period than that through which they had 

ssed, 

The Board’s work was not of a sensational! 
character, and it usually attracted very little 
attention from the genera] public. That was 
as it should be, for the Port Board’s duty 
was to carry on the pdrt for the benefit of 
the citizens, and to the country at.large, and 
such work could be doné best without undne 
publicity. He was glad to be able to report 
-that the new dredger which had been pur- 
chased in 1921, had fully justified its acquisi- 
tion, the total quantity of material dredged 
amounting approximately to 780,000 tons, or 
about twice as much as in the 
previous year. The negotiations with the 
Corporation for a supply of electric current 
for port purposes had reached a satisfactory 
termination, and arrangements were being 
made to instal suitable converting plant. 

NEW BERTHAGE. 

The progress of shipbuilding .had cast a 
very heavy burden on port authorities to 
provide berths capable w accommodating 
large size steamers, and of providing adequate 
shed accommodation to receive the cargo of 
these vessels. In these days of high working ex- 
penses isi shipping, it was more than ever 
essential that the time spent in port should 
be as short as possible. Expeditious cargo 
handling was an urgent necessity, and in 
this respect Dublin was somewhat handi- 
cepped. During the year the Board tad 
purchased pliant of the nature required for 
use in the Custom House Docks, and turther 
provision of the most modern appliances 
would have to be made at an early date ii 
Dublin was to hold its own in that respect. 
With regard to the provision of deeper 
berthage, progress had been satisfactory with 
the extension of Alexandra Wharf, which 
was initiated edrly in the vear, and he had 
every hope that by the middle of the present 
year, they would be in a position to accom- 
modate steamers of a draft of 35 feet. The 
reclamation of land continned at the eastern 
end of the port, and excellent progress was 
being made. 


THE NATIONAL GATEWAY. 


“There are many problems in connection 
with the development of the port, and it 1s 
hoped during the year to prepare a scheme 
for its further development,” declared Mr. 
Barry, “and to take such steps for the 
initiation of the same as will enable the port 
t> maintain its proper position as the national 
gateway into the Free State.” 

He added, in conclusion, that the Board, 
under an Act of 1920, had already made ar- 
rangements for widening the North Wall 
a Mm the Laird Line-Heysham _ premises, 
thus leaving only a small portion opposite 
Messrs. T. and C. Martin’s premises, and 
it was hoped that this remaining portion would 
be dealt with in due course. 

Following the Chairman's ‘statement, the 
Board proceeded to elect a Vice-Chairman, 
with the result already stated. 

Tributes, which were representative of all 
interests on the Board, were paid to the 
efficient and capable manner in which Coun-

THE RAILWAYS. AND 
GOVERNMENT. 
MR. THOMAS JOHNSON’S PARABLE, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—The fundamental difference between 
the Railway Stockholders’ Protection Associa- 
tion and the Labour Party is clearly shown 
in Paragraphs 6 and 10 of the Association's 
appeal :— 

(6). “ We further claim that the savings of 

the people, which built and equipped the 

Irish railways, are, as a matter of right and 

equity, as much entitled to a reasonable re- 

muneration for services rendered as the rail- 
way workers....°’; and 

(10) “Every essential industry, whether 
under Government or private control, mist 
make provision as first charges for the fair 
remuneration of— 

{a) the people who provide the indispensable 
capital, representing savings accumulated 
from earnings; and 

(b>). the workers.” ' 

It will be noted that the claim is that in- 

vestors .of capital are (par. 6) as much en- 

titled to a reasonable remuneration for 
services rendered as the railway workers; and 

(par. 10) that, of these two, the people who 

provide the capital are placed first, before 

those who make it possible for any remunera- 
tion to be paid to anyone—tiz-, the workers. 

I refrain from discussing the questions, 
‘* What are the services rendered by the in- 
vestors”’’ and, “How do these services com- 
pare with the services rendered by the 
workers on the railways!’ Merely to 
formulate the questions is enough. No argu- 
ment will affect one’s answer. It will follow 
one’s way of looking upon humanity—whether 
men are, or are not, thought of as items in 
an economic scheme, raw material for ex- 
ploitation by the investing publi 

o * 7. * ia s 

The truth about the matter will be found 
in the following parable:—In the reign of 
Victoria the Philistine, certain producers of 
corn and clothing found themselves one day 
in possession of a supply of corn and clothin 
over and above the quantity which they and 
their families could eat and wear, and so they 
placed their savings in store for use in their 
nour of need. On hearing of this, a com- 
pany of strangers os the producers 
who bad put their savings into store, and said : 
“It is unwise to leave your corn aud clothes 
in the store. where moth and rust may cor- 
rupt, and where thieves may break through 
and steal; where you will have to spend much 
labour to prevent waste and decay. There are 
many men needing food and raiment who have 
not the wherewithal to buy, being without 
work. If you will give us your store of 
goods, we shall offer it to these men who 
are hungry and anclad, and they will work for 
us. They will make a new road, with steel 
rails laid thereon, and will build great wagons 
and engines to run on these rails, to draw 
heavy loads faster than the fleetest horse; and 
the merchants and the farmers of the land 
will pay to us a portion of every sack 'o 
corn or bale of merchandise that is carried on 
the new steel highway, as a tax or toll.” 

The producers, who had placed their savings 
of corn and clothing into. store as a security 
for their families if misfortune should over- 
take them, in answer, asked; “ If we give our 
wealth to you to feed and clothe those who are 
to make the new road, what reward will be | 
ours?’ And the company answered and said : 
“The corn and the merchandise. we receive as 
tax or toll from the people who will travel 
on the new road, or send their merchandise 
on our great wagons, ahall be divided into 
three parts. Out of every 100 sacks of corn or 
bales of merchandise we receive we shall give 
to the men who renew the road, who repair 
the ravages caused by the stress of wind 
and weather, and build new wagons to enrich 
th company, 23 sacks or bales. To the mon 
who stoke the fires of the engines, who tend 
and guide the machine, who handle the 
merchandise and direct the service, we shall 
give 39 sacks or bales. There will then re- 
main 38 other sacks or bales, which we shail 
give as a reward to those who hand oter to 
us their savings, so that we may feed and 
clothe the men who will make the new road, 
and who will build the wagons to rnn there- 
on.” And the producers, who in those days 
had saved out of the fruita of the earth and 
the industry of man an excess of corn and 
clothing beyond their needs, theretpon gave 
up to the company their savings, with which 
to provide capital for the new road called a 
“-railwav.” And they were thereafter called 
shareholders. By this means the producers 
were saved the labour of caring for the stores 
of corn and clothing which they had saved, 
and from risk of loss due to vermin and 
decay. 

Now it came to pass that, ia the space of 
fifty years, the producers, who had given of 
their savings to provide food and clothing 
for the makers of the railway. they and their 
sons, and their sons’ sons, had received im 
return twice the amount which they had 
provided. Now there erose from amongst the 
merchants and travellers in that land certain 
people who complained, saying that the toll 
or tax that the company levied for the carry- 
ing of merchandise was too: great a: burden 
to be borne. But the company and the share- 
holders protested and said: “ Our fathers gave 
of their savings to make the railway; it is 
right that we and our sons, and our sons’ 
sons for every succeeding generation, should 
receive one portion and more out of every 
three which you, the merchants. pay for the 
carriage oí your merchandise.” And the 
company thereupon said to the men who, 
by the labour of their hands and brains, gave 
life to the dead thing called a “ railway.” 
making 1 valuable:. “The merchants com- 
plain against paving the toll or tax which we 
have levied upon them, and demand that it 
should be made less. We, the company, 
being the sons of the men who gave of their 
gavings to provide food and clothing for 
those who built the railway, are not content 
to receive jess than has been -our portion 
since the beginning. We mmst, therefore, cut 
off some of that which we have paid to you as 
wages. 

On hearing this the men who worked 
the railway rebelled» and there was a 
great outcry in the land. And it came to 
pass, when they heard the claim made by the 
company. that the merchants took sides with 
them and said: “It is right and just that the 
shareholders and their sons, and their sons’ 
sons, should he repaid twice and thrice, yea. 
many times over, for the savings of corn and 
clething which their fathers had supplied to 
provide food and clothing for the men: who 
made the railway in the reign of Victoria the 
Philistine.’’. And the merchants, when they 
learned that the workers on the railway re- 
fused to work for a smaller portion of the 
toll or tax which had been paid, went away 
sorrowful, saying: ‘‘It is better that we 
should pav even a higher toll or tax than 
that we should reduce the portion which is 
paid to the sons of the producers. who pro- 
vided out of their savings to feed the men 
who built the railway.’’—Yours, etc..

THE ENGLISH TONGUE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Your article on ‘‘The English 
Tongue ” brought to mind what great writers 
have said of that tongue as it was at its 
best, and reminded us, too, that in the days 
when the Bible was read daily in most Pro- 
testant houses in Ireland, and children had to 
learn the greater part of it by heart, the 


tongue as it never will be spoken and written 
again anywhere. In moments of emotion, 
when they were shaken out of themselves, es 
it were, they spoke eloquently and forcibly 
in words that live in memory throughout life. 

Swift says :—'' The period wherein the 
English tongue received most improvement I 
take to commence with the beginning of Queen 
Elizabeth's reign, and to conclude with the 
great Rebellion in ‘forty-two. .., If it were 
not for the Bible and Common Prayer Book 
in the vulgar tongue we should hardly be able 
to understand anything that was written 
among us a hundred years ago... And I 
doubt whether the alterations since introduced 
have added much to the beauty or strength of 
the English tongue, though they have taken 
off a great deal from that simphcity which is 
one of the greatest periections in any 
language... No translation our country ever 
yet produced has come up to that of the Old 
and New Testament. . I am persuaded 
that the translators of the Bible were masters 
of an English style much fitter for that. work 
than ‘any we see in our present writings; 
which I take to be owing to the simplicity 
that runs through the whole. ‘Then, as to 
the greatest part of our liturgy, compi 
long before the translation of the Bible now 
in use, and little altered since, there seem to 
be in it as great strains of true snbhme 
eloquence as are anywhere to be found in ours 
language ; which every man of good taste will 
observe in the Communion Service, that of 
burial, and other ts.”’ 

Tennyson said that the grand English of the 
Bible was an education in itself. When he

plainest people spoke and wrote the English | 


the stateliest English prose to be found, be 
said ;—** Probably. in Hooker, Bacon, Milton, 
Jeremy Taylor, De Quincey, Ruskin.” He 
said that Quincey’s prose is some of fhe 
finest in the English language, ' not poetry, 
but as. fine as any verse, and repeated the 
assage from the ' Opium Eater ’’ :—*‘ Yet I 
new, even in my dream, that they had been 
in the grave for nearly two centuries. This 
pageant would suddenly dissolve; and, at a 
clapping of hands, would be heard the heart- 
shaking sound of Consul Romanus; and 
immediately come ‘ sweeping by,’ in gorgeous 
paludements, Paulus or Marius, girt round by 
a company of centurions, with the crimson 
tunic hoisted on a spear, and followed by the 
alalagmos of the Roman legions.’’ He 
said :+-** Some of Sir Thomas Browne, too, 1s 
very stately; and some of the Acts of Eliza- 
beth, Freede tells me, are written in the 
grandest language that he knows.” 
Thirty-four years ago men of letters and of 
science debated in the Nineteenth Century 
whether men think in words or not. None of 
them cited De Quincey’s words about his 
writings being thinking aloud. No wonder 
that Mrs. Carlyle, charmed by his conversa- 
tion, wished that she could keep him in a 
little box and take him out to talk. It is 
astonishing to find how few pedple nowadays 
have read his ** Confessions of an English 
Opium Eater,”’ yet it is a book of which you 
never tire. All readers of '' Macbeth ” should 
read De Quincey'’s *‘ On the Knocking at the 
Gate in Macbeth.'” Charles Lamb said of 3 
to Julius Hare that it was better than anvo 
else could write, except himself—‘‘ and 
couldn't. write anything better.” 

In a sketch of De Quincey’s life we are told 
about ‘‘the only approach to a romance- 
episode ” in his youthful days—it should 1n- 
terest Irish readers. ‘‘It occurred in the 
year 1800 (be was born in 1785), when a boy 
friend, Lord Westport, asked De Quincey to 
accompany him from Eton to his father’s 
estates in the West of Irelatd; and on that 
part of the journey which, had to be pevr- 
formed on the Grand Canal boys met two 
ladies, ‘the widowed Countess of Errol, in 
deep mourning, and her sister, Miss Blake,’ to 
whom De Quintey was ihtroduced by his 
friend. With the younger lady De Quincey 
at once strack ap an unconventional acquaint- 
ance, and ‘ talked about the English poets for 
the whole of one afternoon,’ and, «s one re- 
sult of these discussions, it is evident that 
Blake became a name of no ordinary signifi- 
cance for some time henceforward. In his 
antobiography.. De Quince¢ notes :—‘ From 
this dae Iwas an altered creature, never 
again relapsing. into the careless, irreflective 
mind of childhood.’ ’’ á 
I snppose that among ordinary people the 
man that thinks in words may be detected 
by the greater ease and clearness of his 
language, and by his writing without pause 
o* correction whatever he has io say.—Yoours,

RELEASE OF PRISONERS. 

TO TUE EDITOR OF THE TRISH T'MES. 

Sir.—There was published to-day a very 
proper protest from Mr. J. T. Dowling at the 
continued imprisonment of bis brother by the 
English Government: he regrets that the so- 
called gracious act of release of the Connaught 
Rangers prisoners in return for amnesty did 
not cover that of his brother. I may begin 
by stating that, to my knowledge, the Irish 
Government has made repeated applications 
for their release: but. before Christmas Genera! 
Sir Bryan Mahon and a group of old Irish 
officers. of the Connaught Rangers 
together in Dublin and interposed by making 
direct application to the War Office for their 
release; this request was granted. Who, in- 
deed, could more properly act than those who 
lived and served for so many years as com- 
rades with these men and their predecessors ° 
I believe there is not a Ranger in existence 
who will not feel a heavy weight lifted from 
his heart. 

I have still on mv list of wnrelegsed men 
Joseph Dowling, three ex-soldiers, three 
Derry prisoners, and three men of the J.R.A., 
convicted in England and Scotland; [ am not 
sure if that is correct. It is my opinion that 
these men and the Connaught Rangers ought 
to have been released, if not at the Truce— 
when Collins released some English soldiers— 
at latest when the Treaty was signed, and 
that their retention was, and is. a breach of 
the Treaty. Joseph Dowling and the men of 
the Connaught Rangers were never English 
soldiers ; they served the United Kingdom as 
it then was, and when that was dissolved 
Treland had a right to claim the disposal of 
her soldiers and ber prisoners, just as Eng- 
land had a right to claim hers in Irish 
prisons. We must get rid of this superstition 
that England is, or ever was, constitutionally 
superior to Ireland. That was never so; now 
Ireland's equality is admitted, and we must 
deal with England on that footing only, and 
demand, not petition for, our rights. 

The men of the I.R.A. still in prigon fought 
for Igish liberty, and the Exglish Government 
adnfts they fought in a just cause; their 
release is not a matter of graciousness, but of 
right. I sinoerely hope the Amnesty Bill will 
not be allowed to pass the Oireachtas till 
equal justice has been done.-—Yours, ete.,

The position of the high sherifle of thd 
twenty-six counties is a matter of no little 
concern to the holders of these offices. No 
new appointments have been made since early 
in the year 1921, when the Lord Lieutenant 
was the selector, The mode of appoimtment 
was that the going judge of assizes selected 
the names of three of the county grand jurors 
as eligible for the office, The names were 
submitted to the Lord Lieutenant through the 
Chief Secretary's Office, and the first placed 
of the three was, as a general rule, appointed 
Sheriff. 

The duties of the high sheriff were not 
very onerous or exacting. They consisted 
principally of summoning the grand juries to 
assizes and making arrangements for the re- 
ception of the judges while on circuit Most 
of the duties of high sheriff are now per- 
formed by the eub-sheriffs, who have, by Act 

* Parliament, been made permanent officers, . 
‘4 no assizes were held in the counties last 

ear no grand jurors were nominated. As it 
«as a condition of theic appointment that the 
high sherifis should hold office until their suc- 
cessors ara appointed, the existing sheriffs are 
still legally entitled to carry on.

SOME GOOD INCREASES, 


The Board of Trade returns issued yester~ 
day contain not only the figures for December, 
bút aleo those tor the completed twelve months. 
The big increases both in imports and exports 
recorded in November compared wit) October 
have not continued during December, but al. 
lowance must be made for tne Christmas holi- 
days. The imparts for December were valued 
at £94,911.621, a decrease of £488,522 when 
compared with November, but an increase of 
£9,547 .240 over last December. The exports 
for last month totalled £58,883,052, a falling 
away on November of £7,607,752, and a reduc- 
tion when compared ath the precediog De- 
cember of £491,718. When compared 
December, 1921, the imports of food, drink 
and tobacco during the month under review 
showed an increase of £3,176,167, the principal 
tiem being grain and flour, £2,557,428. Raw 
materials and articles mainly unmanuiactured 
increased by £4,706.214, the ontstanding item 
being raw cotton and cotton waste, which tc- 
counted for £2,446.465 of this amon’ 
Articles wholly or mainly manufactured 
by £1.547,166, the largest increase under t 
head being one of 933 in nor-fer 
metals and manufactures thereof. With re- 
gard to exports, again comparing December, 
1921, with December, 1922, there is a larce 
increase in raw materials and articles main'¥ 
unmanuiactured, and amounting to £2,146.45>. 
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The principal export was coal, the in: 
under this heading being £1,526,695, + 
wool, raw and waste, and weollen rac: 
ereased by £580,928. There iz, howe
